Just drop the stuff and walk over it. I've 
walked over hundreds in my time. Where 
detectives make a mistake is In not search- 
log men an Hoon as they grab 'em. 


"Sometimes thieves get reckless, and will 


turn a trick fur fun and just to demon- 
strate how smart they are. I saw a man 
once In the seat ahead of mo on the train 
who put his pocket book in his hip pocket 
after he paid his fare. Just to show what 
1 could do I waited until he sat dozing in 
his seat. Then I began to push on the back 


wedging my other foot in between It and 
the bottom of the seat. I lay back and 
pretended to sleep all this time myself, and 
I worked so slowly and no steadily that my 
friend never awoke at all. When I had the 
back of the seat raised go high that I could 
make the trip I reached under and took 
the pocketbook. It took forty-five minutes 
to get this pockethook, and there wasn't 
anything in It then, but the people with 
me thought It was a great feat. 


HOW A POCKET IS PICKED. 


"Thieves never take a silver watch. It 


is not valuable enough. In getting watches 
the man who dors the work stands still 
with his back to the party wanted. This 
sort of work will occur on race tracks and 
lit any place where crowds are standing. 
The 'stalls' get behind the victim, and 
commence crowding until one way and an- 
other tiiey get the gantleman square 
against the left shoulder of the pickpocket. 
On his left arm he carries a duster or shawl 
ns a 'cover,' and when the victim Is all 
placed the pickpocket goes through him 
with his right hand, reaching across him- 
self to do the feat, covering his right arm 
and band from sight with the duster on 
his left and looking steadily the other way 
all the time. 


"The man who Is robbed never sees the 


face of the man who takes his watch at all, 
nnd this isa great point in case he makes a 
roar. Asa rule I never take the chain. 
They are mostly plated, and there's noth- 
ing in them. It is easier and quicker to 
take the watch alone. The rings are only 
sprung into the watch stem, not riveted, 
mid as you take the watch you can twist 
the ring free from the watch and chain by 
on easy effort of the thumb and fore- 
finger. Yon don't drop the ring; you bring 
watch and ring both, but separate from 
«ach other. 


"Sometimes a very ticklish thing oc- 


curs. I get hold of a watch that opens 
easy and spring it open before I know it. 
Of course I've got to let it remain that 
way. Shutting the case is clean out of the 
intention. Closing a watch rase under 
t hose circumstances makes a noise like a 
Klin. 


"You cannot protect yourself from a 


] lick pocket. Ho can get anything you 
have on but a ring from your flnger. Your 
pin is his every time; so is your watch, and 
a tailor never made a pocket he cannot ex- 
plore as thoroughly as if he took a lantern.

Painliil Face* May Deceive the LcnM* 


of tho Photographer*. 


Sonic of our girls are learning how to be 


photographed beautifully and trickily. 
I lave you observed and wondered, suid one 
of the most celebrated of the camera men, 
how well the actresses manage to look 
when tho eye of tho camera is focused upon 
them? Well, I can tell you how to do as 
well as they do. Kirat, choose an artistic 
photographer. No matter how much you 
know about what you want and what to 
wear, there are mutters of view, and light 
and shade, for which you must depend ab- 
solutely upon him. 


But he will not be able to advise you 


how to make up your face, nnd will prob- 
ably object swecpingly to any such device. 
That is where he is mistaken. If he were 
wise he would know how to pose a girl, 
nnd then with a bit of white and a bit of 
black chalk make her lovely for that view. 
Several of I he New York photographers do 
this now. The stock pose, into which 
photographers, on general principles, put 
victims over whom they don't intend to 
bot her, is three-quarters, which is an abom- 
ination to most faces. 


There is small chance for expression; the 


eye gets no show at all, and the contour of 
the cheek, which is seldom beautiful, ex- 
cept in children, is betrayed. 
You will 


find they have a rooted objection to full 
face positions. I have never been able to 
discover why. There is a tendency to raise 
one eyebrow higher than the other, or look 
cross eyed; but it is their business to look 
out for that and stop you if your features 
begin to wander around your face. 


Now, 
in painting a face for photography 


the eyes ran safely be made up a great deal. 
Put blaclc under the eye, only don't let it 
be Justine heavy black line. Shadow it 
out softly. Blacken the lashes as much as 
they will stand, only don't let them be 
lumpy. Increase the apparent length and 
sweep of the upper lid, by which the size 
of the eye is judyed, with a line continuing 
the line of the lashes and a parallel one 
continuing tlie hue of tho crease that shows 
just alxive when the eye is open. Draw 
these only as long as can be done without 
their showing as lines. 


An actress obtained a clever picture, In 


which the effect of very long lashes is given 
by lines, presumably shadows thrown by 
said lashes, painted above the eye, just un- 
der tlie eyebrows. Use red very caretullj'. 
Your lips probably need painting into an 
improvement npon their own shape. Do 
it softly and with very faint red. Red 
takes black. Look carefully and you will 
trace a hard line about the lips of many 
actresses' photographs. 
Sometimes you 


don't need to look carefully. If you want 
a dimple to show specially you can height- 
en its light and shade a little, but unless 
your photographer poses you so that the 
device does not betray itself the effect will 
bcafiillure. 


Having thus accentuated your face don't 


disturb its arrangement by a smile or 
Smil'K 111 Ullj ouuoi ».•...

when the lens is opened on you. Other- 
wise art and nature will make a hopeless 
mess of your features. But if you have 
planned an expression in harmony with 
the make up, save it till the lost moment.

Embar- 
rassment need not follow, excepting on tbe 
part of the others at their not being clothed 
in the same manner.

Many times a man will extend invitations 
to his friends to dine and attend the 
theatre, and hesitates about wearing a 
dress suit for fear ot embarrassing his 
friends if they should not be as thoughtful. 
This should not be the cause of hesitancy.

If a man has any time to de- 
vote to pleasure hia firat thought should 
be to provide himself with proper cos- 
tumes.

As for as 
the conventionality is concerned, it is emi- 
nently more proper and in much better 
form to appear in the threadbare business 
suit in the evening than in tbe dress suit 
under the light of the sun.—Teresa H.

AN APE UUNTElffS 
STORY 


We nailed out from the port of Borneo, 


In the island of that name, in n schooner of 
ninety tons bunlun, to visit the islands to 
tho north In Bearcli of monkeys and parrots 
for tlie great animal denier at JiamburK. 
Tlie craft aud crew were undor charter for 
fimr months. Too captain was a Singapore 
Inilf breed, anil his three sailors and a cook 
«i re Borneo born. I had my man Thomas 
»ith me, Kiid the only cargo we carried 
constated of cages and articles for truffle. 


We had been knocking about for several 


wceka, landing on various islands in the 
Borneo sea to make captives, and were at 
anchor beside a small island called Kui, 
w hen a trader from the Mindanao penin- 
sula came along and gave n* some Interest- 
li'K news. Hia craft carried ouly throe 
nn-n, but had run short of water aud been 
ol.liged to put lu at an island thirty miles 
to the east for water. The island was 
about three miles square and thickly wood- 
ed, and entirely without settlement. 


While at anchor in a sheltered bny, and 


Just as (hoy had hoisted in their cask of 
wator, they were set upon by several hun- 
dred apes of large size and terribly fright- 
ened. The craft was only twice her length 
from ahoro, and tho npes bombarded her 
with club* and stones. A score of these 
missiles hod been preserved as proofs. The 
trailer gave us warning to look out for oui^ 
Hehesif we went that way, and we made 
liini a present of tobacco and at once set 
sail. The apes he described were just the 
species I was looking for, being what are 
callud in the east "gorillas' children " 
Tht y are found only in Sumatra and Bor- 
neo, 
and on a few of the islands in the Bor- 


neo sea. It is an established fact that 
every seven years these apes are subject to 
Bn epidemic which sweeps them off in 
large numbers, and for this reason they 
ha-\ u been scarce for many years past 
In 


the year 1804 a trader who landed on the 
Island of Kriem, about 1300 miles from Ma- 
nilla, discovered over 50<> dead apes alonu 
the beach. 


We reached the bay the trader had told 


flg of about 0 o'clock next morning 
The 


shore pitched off into deep water, and we 
anchored with jnst room enough for her to 
•wing to the tides. This brought the stem 
of I he craft within forty feet of the trees 
when tho tide came in, but of course we 
bad to use the yawl to go ashore; We 
neil her saw nor heard anything except the 
gaudy colored parrots flying about, and 
af UT we had been at anchor about an hour 
I took my man and went ashore. The 
island wag a perfect tangle. 
The trees 


grew almost as thick OB they could stand, 
and the ground was covered with creeper* 
and rank vegetation. 
We were a quarter 


of a mile from the beach liefore the ground 
cleared, and then we failed to get sight of 
an d]ie. As it was a very hot forenoon, 
the chances were that they were asleep in 
the t hick of the forest. We had brought 
aloiiK with us some piece* of cloth of 
•variou* colors, and these we now hung on 


Ovi- minutes prevented gjieech. Then at 
• KIVBU .signal a4l but one leaped out of the 
boi t. Al a sceond signal all those in sight 
on shore dmapiKjared, leaving only tho vic- 
tln.aof (lie trap*. These had ceased thur 
complaints and Iwcotue quiet, aud now a 
gre-it stillness fell upon the island. I 
asked the captain what now move he 
thought the beasts intended to make, aud 
he replied: 


" I think we shall have ffrcat trouble with 


them. If there was breeze enough to stein 
thin tide I should be in favorof getting out 
as coon as possible. They will board us in 
the yawl ON ooon as the tide turns." 


I pointed to tlie fan that there was only 


one ape in the boat, and that I could put u 
bullet through bis head, where he sat. If 
one of the men would slip over the rail he 
could swim to the boat and secure it. This 
wo* looked upon as a good idea. One of the 
Borneo men got quietly into the water and 
swam for the boat, aud when ho was close 
upon It I fired and killed the ape In charge 
Hi* dying yell was answered from a thou- 
sand throats, and in ten seconds the boat 
was filled with apes. The sailor had to re- 
tun i empty handed. It was no use to fire 
upon the lieosts, as their numbers were so 
great, and we therefore reneweed our prep 
arat ions for defense. The crew proper told 
us in so many words that they would not 
lift ;t hand, except to defend themselves, as 
they considered it a crime to kill an ape. 
If the schooner was boarded, then they 
would be justified in fighting 


After a few minutes all the apes but one 


agal a left the boat. The body of I he one J 
had killed was carried ashore. Tho tide 
would not turn until 5o'clock, and wo bad 
nothing to do but wait and watch. I made 
a shell out of a tin can filled with powder 
and bullet*, and the fuse to this was to 
lighted by Thomas when he could heavo it 
into the boat. We had three loaded guns 
and a revolver apiece, and I believed the 
two of ns alone could prevent boarding. 
The whooner swung bows to the shore us 
soon as the tide turned and was now 
further away by her own length. We did 
not liear a sound from tho beasts after they 
retired. There were scores of them watch- 
ing us from the bushes no doubt, but they 
did not show themselves. When the tide 
began to draw the yawl off shore the ape 
left in charge took a turn with his tail 
around a bush and thus held it. 


At sundown there was a little breeze, 


and we could have left, but I v, anted the 
apes in the traps and the captain wanted 
his >awl. As it, grew dark all tho crew 
went below, saying it was none of (heir 
fight, and one of the Borneo sailors de- 
elareil with groat vigor and much grief 
that lie hail recognized an uncle in the ape 
1 had killed. Another had seen his brother, 
and 
i lie cook fairly cried at the thought 


that his favorite son, who had been dead 
about five years, might have turned into 
an ape and be waiting to destroy his affec 
tionatc father. Thomas and I remained on 
deck to watch, and at 8 o'clock we heard 
and saw enough to trove that tho apes 
were moving In concert and in a large 
body. I tried to get the crew up, but they 
refused to come. I had a double barreled 
shotgun, and Thomas was to throw the 
shell if they came near enough. The shore 
wps in such darkness that wo couldn't see 
what our enemies were up to nnui une 
boat was suddenly seen floating along our 
port l,ow. I flred into the black mass, and 
Thomas lighted the fuse and heaved the 
shell, but in his excitement he missed the 
boat. 


From the splashing In the water I knew 


that large numbers of the apes swam off. 
J had scarcely flred when three or four ap- 
peared on the bows, and the next moment 
they boarded from every quarter. Their 
screaming and chattering were terrific 
and we no sooner saw the first half do/,er 
aboard than we made a rush for the cabin 
Irom that moment we were besieged, and 
by an enemy such as never captured a sail- 
ing craft before. 


The crew were willing enough to fight 


now, 
realizing the danger. 
We were all 


together in the little cabin, and all anni-d, 
but the question was what to do. The 
apes meed up and down the decks, pulled 
ateveiy rope, and tho number of them 
must liave been a full thousand. 
Thei 


racing about made the littl" schooner 
tremblo clear to her keel, and now and 
then their weight lurched her from side to 
side. The scuttle to the fo'castle was se 
cured, the hatches all fast, and the boards 
over tho cabin skylight had been nailed. 
Wo heurd thorn polling Bmi hauling, how- 
ever, and every moment was an anxious 
one. They wrenched the water butt loose 
and rolled it around the deck, and six 
cages of parrots were broken up in no time 
and the birds killed. 


It was a full hour before the apes quieted 


down, and from thence to daylight we 
caught a few winks of sleep as we watched 
and wai ted. When day broke and we could 
see through the cabin siile lights the scene 
on deck was one of desolation. Every run- 
ning roi* had been pulled down, great holes 
hud been gnawed in the sails, and what- 
ever they could break up was broken They 
were still at it. Some of them were even 
gnawing at the deck planks. It was clear 
that if luft uninterrupted they would rum 
the schooner above board, and so we raised 
a great shout to draw their attention. It 
succeed! d to a charm. It wasn't flve inin 
utes before they had wrenched tho boards 
off the skylight.

and the panes small, and even when they 
crowded upon the sash to the number of 
fifty it bore their weight. Holding my re- 
volver close to one of the panes, I fired three 


limbs and bushes and scattered along on 
the ground to "bait" the apes to the land- 
ing. 


W.. had made onr way asqnletly as possi- 


ble, as I fully believed in what the trader 
bad told me. When we hod reached the 
landing! got my monkey traps from the 
schooner. These are steel traps with padded 
Jaws We set six of them opposite the craft, 
and t he only bait we n»ed was a red rag tied 
to tbr catch. Going on board we had dinner 
and then 1 brought out a heavy rifle and" 
flred three shots into the woods. That was 
to wake up the apes, and it wasn't ten min- 
utes lief ore we heard from them. Shrieks 
and < ries and calls resounded through the 
forest, and then tbe apes fairly swarmed 
down to the shore. The colored cloths an- 
gered and excited them to the highest pitch 
•nd their coming was like that of an en- 
raged mob of human beings. The advance 
guard had ecareely appeared before they 
rushed upon the traps in great fury and to 
their own great sorrow. Every trap re- 
ceived a victim, and every victim screamed 
and shriekedand lamped about In the most 
exciting manner. 


The number of apes dumfounded me. I 


honestly believe there were 5,000 of them, 
great and small, and the noise they made 
was deafening. Their first move was to 
help tbe victims in the traps. They at- 
tempted to pull them otit by main force, 
and when this failed tbeygot stones and 
clubs and tried to break the traps. They 
had neither tbe strength nor ingenuity, 
and \vhen they realized this they turned 
to secure revenge on us. We had been ex- 
pecting the.move, and were ready for it, 
or thought we were. We had fourgnns 
on the rail, had covered the cabin sky- 
light with boards, and the decks were 
clear for action. The tide was yet running 
In, and, although we could almost look 
into tlie flashing eyes of the noes, we knew 
they dreaded water and would hesitate to 
swim oat to us. 


1 don't know whose fault it wag that the 


yawl's painter, .which, was .made fast to 
the starboard rail amidships, was not se- 
curely fastened. Mo one had given it any 
thought until we suddenly saw the yawl 
drive to tbe mango bushes stern fine. 
There was no surf in that little bay, and 
the tide would have held her there if the 
•pesbad taken no action. The boat was no 
•oonvr within leaping distance than fifty 
of the animals sprang into it, and ns it 
reach*! the bushes it was held there. The 
tenants and yells of the apes for the next 


shots, and this cleared them off. 
From the 


great chattering above we knew that three 
of the gang bad been killed or badly hurt 
They tried it,again in about five miuuUa, 
and now we used both revolvers and pep- 
pered four or flve more. Prom that onthey 
kept clear of the skylight, but we knew 
they weie watching the doors. 


On each side of the companionway was a 


pane of ^lassover an opening 4 inches wide 
by 12 long. I smashed out one and Thomas 
the other, aud we began shooting. The 
crowd made at us, seeming to be perfectly 
reckless, and several were shot as they 
tugged at the barrels' of our rifles. In half 
an hour we had the decks covered with 
dead and dying, aud the beasts began to 
show signs of being demoralized. An old 
grayheaci, who bad been concealed behind 
the foremast, finally peered out, and I put 
8 bullet into bis head. He fell over with a 
scream, imd with that every ape that could 
move sprang overboard and made for the 
shore. We waited a while before leaving 
our quarters, but reached the deck to Bod 
that they had departed for Rood. There 
were forty-two dead apes on the schooner, 
and wo finished six that were badly wound- 
ed. Our boat had grounded on a smaller 
island half a mile away, and after we had 
recovered it we got the chaps who hod been 
in the traps so long. They exhibited the 
greatest ferocity, but were handled the 
worse for it, and we finally got them safe 
aboard. Then we turned to on the schooner, 
and it took us two full days to get her in 
sailing slmpe. From the hour the beasts 
Irft the craft we did not catch sight of a 
stngle one again during our stay.—New

Fuel from Peat. 


A St. Petersburg journal states that a 


Russian civil engineer, M. do Nicaloff, has 
succeeded in producing a fuel from peat 
greatly resemblinu anthracite 000,1. Ti,0 
inventor liaaobtaiued a patentfor his proc- 
ess, which is said lo be accomplished by 
the aid of certain chemicals, and lately an 
imperial commission has been engaged in 
experimenting with the fuel, the result 
having been very favorable. The peat was 
found to give a little less heat than ordi- 
nary coal, but more than fir or birch wood, 
which is largely used on railways and 
steamers and in factories in Russia. In 
other respects, however, the peat is supe 
rior to coal, being cheaper, containing but 
a small percentage of sulphur aud being 
much smaller in bulk. The artificial fuel 
throws off no dirt and emits no smell, 
while burning with a clear white flame.

The plan is to make a mixture of one parl 
common nitric acid and one-half pint sul- 
phuric acid in a stone jar, having also 
ready a pail of fresh water and a box o( 
s,IK dust. The articles to be treated are 
clipped into the acid, thrown into the wa- 
ter and finally rubbed with sawdust This 
changes them into a brilliant color imme- 
diately. If the brass has become greasy it 
is first dipped in a strong solution of pot- 
ash and soda in warm water; this cuts the 
grease so that the acid has full power to 
act.—New York Journal.
